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PREFACE 


The present issue of the Statistical Abstract (New Series, No. ii) 
incorporates in a single Volume the latest available data under the important 
heads of economic and social development. In addition to national aggre- 
gates for a period of five to ten years generally, information in respect of 
individual States of the Indian Union is given for the latest available year. 
Every year the Abstract introduces new material and eliminates relatively 
less useful data. The alterations made have been listed in tabular statements 
on pages v-ix. 

2. The publication would serve not only as a convenient source of re- 
ference but also as a key to other statistical publications of Central Govern- 
ment agencies. The primary sources are indicted at the foot of each table ; 
the relevant publications of the Departments mentioned will furnish more 
detailed information. The various seaions of the Abstract are preceded by 
brief explanatory notes which are intended to be read in conjunction with 
the tables. 

3. The continuing co-operation and suggestions for the improvement 
of the Abstract received from the various Ministries of the Government 
of India, the State G(wernments and the public are acknowledged with 
gratitude.

AGRICULTURE 

Available statistics regarding agriculture, in the following tables^ 
cover a period of ten years. While total figures for the whole of India are 
shown for the earlier years, the state-wise distribution is only for 
the latest year. Figures relate to the Indian Union and include all states 
and Union territories. The source for the data is the Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture, who in turn depend on the individual state authorities 
for primary returns. 

Table 17— 

Area according to village papers is worked out from the 
returns prepared by the village st^ for revenue purposes, whereas 
area by professional survey is calculated by the Survey of India. There is a 
slight difference between the above two sets of figures because of the 
different methods by which they are calculated and also because some 
areas arc unsurveyed or because no reporting agency exists there. 

Area under f^ests shown in the ‘ Agricultural Statistics' does not agree 
in most cases, with that given in the report on the administration of forest 
departments, because (i) the administration reports relate exclusively to 
forests worked by forest departments while the tables of ‘Agricultural Statis- 
tics’ include, in addition, forest areas administered by district officers and (2) 
certain village and other lands not covered by forests but worked by forest 
departments are not treated as forests in the returns of ‘Agricultural Statis- 
tics’. 

Area not available for cultivation is land wffiich is absolutely barren or 
uncultivable or covered by buildings, water or roads or otherwise appropriat- 
ed for non-agricultural purposes 

Other uncultivated land excluding fallows denotes land for cultivation 
but not taken up and includes culturable waste, permanent pastures and 
other grazing lands and land under miscellaneous tree crops 

Fallow lands denote culturable areas which after abandonment remain 
uncultivated over a defined period of varying length in different States up to 
1950-51. From 1950-51 a new classification of land area has been adopted 
under which “ fallow lands’" have been split up into “current fallows ’ and 
“other fallow lands”. Standard definitions have now been laid down to be 
followed uniformly by all States. Lands lying fallow upto a period of one 
year are included under ‘‘Current fallows”, those lying fallow for more than 
one year but less than five years are included under “ other fallow lands” 
while those lying fallow beyond a period of five years are included under 
‘‘culturable wastes” or under “ miscellaneous tree crops and groves” 
(not included under net area sown) as the case may be. Before 1950-51 the 
practice differed from state to state, eg., in Bombay, lands lying fallow 
up to a period of 10 years were included under fallows while in Punjab 
those lying fallow for more than two years were classified under “other 
uncultivated lands excluding current fdlows”. Thus the figures of land 
area classification before and after 1950-31 are not strictly comparable. 
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Net area sown^ area sown more than once and total cropped areo’-^ln 
ompating the aggregate net area sown, area sown more chan ' once 
has been counted only once. However, while calculating the total crop>ped 
hrea, if different crops are raised in a year on a given land, the same area is 
acounted more than once. 

Tables x8 and 19 — 

Figures are given for area and yield of 29 principal 
crops. Regular all- India forecasts are issued in regard to most of these crops, 
of’e., all foodgrains, oilseeds, fibres, potatoes, sugarcane, ginger, black pepper, 
chillies and tobacco. The estimates for coconut are ad hoc while the figures 
for tea, coffee and rubber are based on regular returns received from Sure 
Governments. 

The figures in respect of cereals and gram relate to both reporting and 
non-reporting areas while those for other crops refer to reporting areas only. 
The estimates relating to non-reporting areas are based on special returns from 
State Governments. 

The data relate to crop year ending June unless otherwise stated. Figures 
for the latest year arc the final forecasts while those for the previous year are 
partially revised estimates as issued from time to time along with the final 
forecasts. Figures for earlier years are revised estimates. 

The variation in coverage and changes in methods of estimation have 
introduced some incomparability over time. The changes in coverage 
(area) since 1949-50 do not substantially affect comparability, but im- 
provements in the methods of estimating yield rates and total production 
(specially in case of foodgrains) were introduced mainly after 1949-50. 

The total area figures shown in table 13 would fall short of the total 
cropped area by about lo per cent due to the non-inclusion of (i) certain crops, 
such as condiments and spices, indigo, and other dyes, opium and other drugs 
and miscellaneous food and non-food crops for which 5deld figures are not 
estimated and (ii) non-reporting areas under some of the forecast crops 
mentioned earlier.

Average yield per hectare in quintals of 25 principal crops and 3 
plantation crops, namely, tea, coffee and rubber is shown in this table. 

Table 21— 

This table shows the index of agricultural production in India on base 
crop year ending June 1950SBI00. The index covers 28 crops divided into 
two main groups and six sub-groups. Weights have been assigned to different 
commodities in proportion ta the total value of production of each commodity 
during the base p^od. The output has been evaluated at annual harvest 
prices prevailing during the year. In a few cases where reliable harvest prices 
were not available, average wholesale prices have been used with appropriate 
adj varment. The crops included and weights allotted to each are mentioned in 
theuble* 
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The index numbers have^ been constructed by the chain base method in 
order to provide for changes in the est^ated production due to extension 
in the geographical coverage or to variation in the method of estimation 
over These indices are, therefore, better indicators to be used rather 
tton the absolute figures in analysing the trends of production as a whole or 
01 any of the commodity. The sub-gproups, the groups and all commodity 
index numbers are the weighted arithmetic averages of production indices 
Of crops covered The concept of production for the series is gross, no 
allowance being made for seed or wastage. Livestock products and certain 
mmor crops are not included in the index.

This table gives an account of agricultural implements and machinery 
in a^ual use as recorded in the quinquennial livestock censuses. Statewise 
details are also given for the year 1956.

shows aeWevements under work and supply schemes oi the 
iiTOW More Food Campaign”.

These tables give the number of livestock and poultry and the 
number of working cattle in India.

Data regarding the number oflivestockandpoultry> besides agricultural 
implements (shown separately under Agriculture), are collected through a 
census conducted quinquennially. In the rural areas primary data are 
colleaed through the village revenue agencies where they exist and through 
other local staff*, where they do not. In the urban areas staff of the municipal 
or notified area committees collect the information. The data are compiled 
by the Departments of Agriculture, Veterinary or Land revenue, as the case 
may be, in the different States, and consolidated returns showing district-wise 
details are furnished to the Directorate of Ecoqomics and Statistics, Ministry 
of Food and Agriailture. 

Data collected during the 1951 census have a better coverage than 
before as a result of political integration of the country after Independence. 
Orissa and Manipur could not conduct the 1951 Livestock Census and as 
such data for these States as in 1945 have been repeated. 
Data for earlier censuses have been shown after adjusting them, as 
far as possible, to the 1951 administrative set up. But they are not strictly 
comparable owing to variation in coverage. 

Data for 1956 relate to the Reorganised States. The Livestock Census for 
1956 was conducted with reference date as 15th April, 1956 in all States except 
Orissa and Manipur where the census was conducted only in 1957 due to 
certain administrative and other difficulties.

Table 32 : 

This table deals with area of forest lands as showxi in the Reports 00 
Administration ofForests in the different states of the Indian Union. Areas 
under forest are classified by types of ownership, namely, state and private. 
State Forests include all forests under the control of a state through the 
Forest Authority or other Government Departments; forests owned by 
corporate bodies have been included under private forests. Areas under 
forest are also classified by legal status such as “reserved”, “protected” and 
“unclassed”. Reserved forest is one which is permanently dedicated either 
to the production of timber or other forest produce and in which right of 
grazing and cultivation is seldom allowed. In protected forests, these rights 
are allowed subject to a few mild restrictions. Unclassed forests occur mostly 
in Madhya Pradesh, Assam, Bihar and Bombay and consist largely of inac- 
cessible forest or unoccupied waste.

Forest produce is classified as major produce and minor produce In 
this table. The column ‘others’ under major produce comprises ‘round

SERICULTUIIB 


Tables 37 to 40 

Available data relating to sericulture, which are restricted to th^ 
production of raw silk and silk-yarn, have been collected by the 
Central Silk Board, with the co-operation of sericulture Departments 
in the States and are presented in these tables. 

Raw silk is of two kinds, viz, mulberry and non-mulberry. The 
distinction arises from the rearing of silk-worms upon either 
mulberry leaves or other plants. Mulberry silk is produced mainly 
in Mysore, West Bengal, Jammu and Kashmir, Assam, Punjab and 
Madras although some other States have made some progress in this 
direction under their development plans. Non-mulberry silk, com- 
prising Tassar, Eri and 'Muga is produced in Assam, Bihar, Madhya 
Pradesh, Orissa and West Bengal. 

The different types of mulberry and non-mulberry silk and 
noilyarn are further defined as follows; 

Filature Silk. — ^It is silk reeled in factory-type units from 
cocoons of silkworms fed on mulberry leaves. There are filature 
establishments in the States of Mysore, Jammu and Kashmir and 
Uttar Pradesh (only in Dehradun). Filature silk is considered 
superior to ^Charlm’ silk. 

^Charka’ Silk.— It is silk reeled in cottage establiehments from 
cocoons of silk worms fed on mulberry leaves. At present bulk pro- 
duction of mulberry silk is reeled on *Charkas’. Besides, there are 
different types of ‘Charkas* used for reeling non-mulberry silk. 

Tasar Silk. — It is silk reeled from cocoons of silkworms belonging 
to saturnidae family, which are fed on leaves of Oak, Asan and Arjan 
trees. Tasar silk is mainly produced in Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, 
West Bengal and Orissa. 

Eri Silk.— It is silk spun from cocoons of silkworms belonging to 
saturnidae family, which are fed on castor leaves. Eri yarn is pro- 
duced in Assam, Bihar, West Bengal and Orissa. Unlike other 
kinds of silk, this cannot be reeled and hence it is only spun. It has 
natural copperish colour. 

Muga Silk.— It is silk produced only in Assam from cocoons of 
silkworm belonging to saturnidae family, which are fed on Som and 
Soalu leaves. It has a rich golden colour. 

Noil Yam.— It is short-stapled residue obtained during dressing 
operations in silk spinning from silkwaste. It is a by-product cS 
spun silk industry. Silk yarn can be spun from silkwaste and pierced 
•cocoons, which cannot be reeled.

Statistics of production of various minerals up to 1955 included in this 
section are taken from the Annual Review of Mineral Production in India 
published by the Geological Survey of India. These figures relate to all Act 
and Non-act mines. Figures for mines covered by the Indian Mines Act 
(1923) were collected by the Chief Inspector of Mines and supplemented, 
to the extent possible, in respect of Non-act mines by the Geological Survey 
of India. From 1956 the bulk of the statistics included here are based on 
returns received under the Minerals Conservation and Development Rules, 
1955 and 1958. The data are collected and compiled now by the Indian 
Bureau of Mines. The Minerals Conservation and Development Rules, 
however, do not cover coal, salt (sea), petroleum, atomic energy minerals and 
certain other minor minerals. Statistics of coal production continue to be 
collected by the Chief Inspector of Mines under the Mines Act, while those 
for salt are obtained from the Salt Commissioner. Figures relating to 
atomic energy minerals are not available for publication. Data for pro- 
duction of crude petroleum are compiled by and have been obtained from the 
Ministry of Mines and Fuel. Value figures are, however, not yet available 
Figures for Mica production up to 1955 relate to dressed Mica and are in 
complete. Reliable Statistics of crude Mica production are available fi:om 
1956. The basis of valuation for all minerals is the pit’s mouth value of 
production. Data for total value of minerals include estimated value of other 
minor minerals like stone, granite, slate, kaoline, clays, etc., which are 
outside the scope of Minerals Conservation and Development Rute, but 
exclude value of petroleum and minerals prescribed under the Atomic 
Energy Act, 1948. The total value figures upto 1955, include value of 
dressed Mica output and thereafter the value of crude Mica output.

Census of . Mamtfacturing /ndastrta^—This portion presents a summary of 
-statistics on important charaaeristics of manufacturing industries in India 
from 1949 onwards as obtained through the Annual Census of Manufactures 
which was conducted under the authority of the Industrial Statistics Aa, 
1942. The Census covered only 29 important industries. 

Data for the year 1949 covered all the former Part ‘A’ States but only ihe 
following Part ‘B* and ‘G’ States : (a) PEPSU (b) Saurashtra (Porbandar 
only), (c) Travancore-Gochin (Cochin only), (d) Vindhya Pradesh, (e) Ajmer, 
(/) Delhi, and (g) Himachal Pradesh. Tlie whole of Rajasthan and Kutch 
came to be included in 1950 , Saurashtra in 1951 and Mysore and Travancore 
Cochin in 1954. From 1955 and onwards, the Census covered all the re-orga- 
nised States (except Jammu and Kashmir) and Delhi and Himachal Pradesh 
among the Centrally Administered Territories. 

The last Census conducted under the Industrial Statistics Aa, 1942 related 
to the year 1958 after which more comprehensive annual surveys are being 
conducted under the “Collection of Statistics Act, 1953” which has re- 
placed the old Act. 

For State-wise and Industry-wise detailed figures and also for definitions 
and concepts relating to various terms used under the Census, reference 
may kindly be made to earlier issues of the Statistical Abstract. 

Table 49-50 

Annual Survey of Industries — These tables give state and industry-wise 
Information on important charaaeristics of manufaauring industries as pub- 
lished in the first Annual Survey of Industries, 1959. The annual Survey is 
conduaed under the authority of the “Collection of Statistics Aa, 1953” and 
the “Collection of Statistics (Central) Rules, 1959” framed thereunder. 

Scope andCaverage — ^The coverage ofthe survey extends to allfactories, 
registered under Faaories Aa, 19485 ^excluding those in Jammu and Kashmir, 
which are covered on a voluntary basis. Data relate to faaories employing 
50 or more workers with the aid of Power and 100 or more workers without 
the aid of power. 

Period cowrerf— The census relates to the calendar year except in the case 
6f sugar industry for which the year ending 30th June is adopted. 

It consists of fixed and working capital. The farmer 
comprises land, buildings, plant, machinery, furniture, etc., .and the latter 
consists of stocks of materials, fuels , semi-manufactured produas, cash in 
hand and at the bank, etc.,.

Number of persons employed^Thk is computed by takirg the total at-r 
tendance of persons in all the shifts on all the days and dividing it by the 
number of days worked. It includes persons attending, and on leave with 
pay, and also those engaged in welfare activities. 


Workers —The term “workers” is used in the same sense as in the fac- 
tories Act, 1948 but excludes persons holding positions of supervision or man- 
agement or employed in a confidential position. Under the factories Act a 
worker has been defined as ‘a person employed for whether wages or not 
in any manufacturing process, or any other incidental or connected work.” 

Man-hours worked — “The number of man-hours worked” during the' 
year is calculated by multiplying the number of workers employed in each 
shift by the number of hours in the shift and aggregating the products fbr 
all shifts on all the working days in the year. 

Salaries and Wages —The term“salaries/wages” includes all payments 
made in cash such as basic wages, dearness allowance, overtime payments, 
shift allowance, leave wages, bonuses etc. 


Money value of benefits — These include benefits like supply of chtap 
foodgrains , medical and educational facilities, payment of pensions, gratuity 
provident fund, etc. 


Value added by manufacture — “This represents that part of the value 
of the product which is created in the factory. It is computed by deducting 
fromthegrossex-factory value of output, the value at faaory of fuel, mate- 
rials used, industrial services purchased and depreciation of fixedassets.

Statistics relating to Joint Stock Companies are based on returns 
received from Registrars of Joint Stock Companies. 

Tablk 57-59 

Statistics are giv^n for number and paid-up capital of companies 
liability of whicli is limited by shares only. Industries are classified 
according to International Standard Classification of Economic Activity 
adopted in 1954-55. luirlicr figures according to old classification were 
published in jnevions issues of the Abstract. All figures shown relate to 
the Indian Union excxipting the slate of Jammu & Kashmir.

A series on index numbers of inius’rial p*:ofirs (base : 1950-100) was 
compiled and published by the Rcserv ■ Bank of India. This series for the 
period I95i“5^ is presented in table 61. The index sine' been revised 
shifting the base period from 1950 to 1955. The revise d index numbers 
are presented m table 62. The figures for profits used for compiling indic^'s 
for the year indicated arc those the accounting year h ginn'nr July. 
For the purpose of the index number presented here, profits exclude 
non-rccurring incomes like insurance claims, profi . on sale of investments 
and fixed assess, etc. Tne following two aspects of profits have be m 
shown : — 

(i) Gross profit including depreciation which is the sum of profits 
befoie tax, managing agents’ remuneration, interest charges and deprecia- 
tion-provision. 

(ii) Profit before tax which is the sum of tax prevision, dividends 
distributed and profits retained in business in the form of transfers to 
reserves (other than taxation and dcpreciatioip and balance carried 
to balance sheet correspond to the diflcrcnce between the 
profit before tax and tax provision. The definition has changed in the 
latest year i.e. 195K when the tax cut at source on dividend-income of 
shareholders is included in dividends and not in tax provision. 

The index is based on data of industrial profits in 
respect of 750 public limited joint-stock companies for the 
years TQ50 to 1955 companies for 1956, 1957 and 1958. In 
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terms of paid-up capital the coverage is about 66 per cent during 1950-1956 
and 75 per cent in 1956 of all the companies in the industries covered. The- 
main group indices and the general index are computed by the formula : 



in which, I,- represents the General Index for the i-th year. Pji profits ot the 
selected companies of the J-th industry for the z-th year, Xj paid-up capital 
of all companies in the J-th industry as at the end of March 19563 xJ paid-up 
capital of the selected companies at the end of March, 1956, and n the number 
of industrial groups. In respect of the sample of 1001 companies, the general 
index is compiled using the above formula for the year 1956 with base 1955 
and this index arc then multiplied with the corresponding index for 1955* 
For 1957, the indices arc first compiled with 1956 as b?se and then multi- 
plied with indices for 1956 and so on for subsequent years.

The revised index numbers of industrial profits (base : 1955 — 100) also- 
relate to the sample of 1001 public limited companies. In addition to 
this scries have also now been compiled for the profits of 333 selected 
private limited companies comprising 30% of the entire private limited 
company sjctor excluding financial institutions and pvernment companies. 
In the case of public limited companies, for each individual indptry, index 
numb.T5 of gross profits (including depreciation) and profits before tax for 
the yean 1956-59 are worked out by dividing the total profits of the same 
set of selected companies for each of these years by corresponding figure 
for the year 1955. The formula for compiling the general index is the 
same as given above except that size here stands for paid up capital of 
.selected companies at the end of study year 1955.

Statistics of wholesale prices are based mainly on reports received from 
^government agencies and commercial bodies in unponant market centr^. 
Jnfbrmation is available concerning almost all the principal commodities 
that enter into the trade of the country. 

Table 85 

Index Number of Wholesale Prices in /«dia— This index is compiled by 
the Economic Adviser to the Government of India, Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry. 

From April 14, 1956 a revised index of wholesale prices with base 
1952-53=100 is computed in place ofthe previous price-index with year ended 

.August 1939 as base. While the previous index included 78 commodities 
and 215 industrial price quotations, the new index includes 112 commo- 
dities and 555 quotationvS divided into six main groups. The index is a 
weighted arithmetic mean of price relatives. The weights assigned to various 
commodities are based on marketed value of domestic produce and value 
of imports inclusive of duty. In regard to manufactures (intermediaie and 
finished products) weights have been fixed according to gross value of pro- 
ducts as obtained from Census of Manufaaures 1948 ; as also taking into ac- 
count the imports. Weight for electricity is based on energy sold by electri- 
city undertakings valued at average all-India rates. Petroleum weights are 
based on consumption figures. The weights generally refer 10 the period 
1948-49. The weight base Is thus different from the comparison base. Data 
for General Index (revised series) have also been specially converted to oid 
base and shown side by side for comparison. Figures have been obtained on 
the basis : 100 of the revised series=:38o-6 fbeing the average for 1952-53) 
of the old series. 

Table 86 

Wholesale Prices of ceertain Staple Articles of Trade at Selected Stations 
in India — In this table, price quotations of some important article, included 
in the Index Numbers of Wholesale prices have been given. Upto 1956, 
price quotations are those included in the old series. From 1957, however, a 
few more quotations used for the revised index of wholesale prices have been 
added. Figures are given for serveral varieties in the case of most of the 
commodities but they generally relate to the chief* market only in each case. 
The figures represent wholesale prices prevaihng in markets during the last 
week of each month. Annual figures are averages of months. 

Table 87 

Working Class Consumer Price Index--Tht All-India working class 
consumer price Index numbers are compiled by the Labour Bureau of the 
Government of India. Figures for various centres relate only to working 
class families, heads of which are in full time regular employment. They 
represent changes in the cost of a given basket of goods and services 
consumed by an average working class household in each centre as deter- 
mined by periodical field enquiries. The items in the list of articles 
are grouped under five heads viz,^ food, fuel and lighting, clothing, 
house-rent and miscellaneous. Separate indices are worked out for 
.individual groups. The index for any group is the weighted arithmetic 
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average of the price relatives of several items in a group, the 
weights being proportionate to the expenditure of an average working class^ 
family on the item. To arrive at the get^ral index, the group indices 
are averaged together after being weighted by percentages of total ex- 
penditure devoted to each of these groups by an average working class 
faniily. Rent figures in all cases are obtained from enquiries held at long 
intervals. No account is taken of the seasonality in prices of commodities 
and services included. Annual indices are arithmetic means of monthly 
indices, 

All-India average consumer price index and its constituents have been 
shown with the base shifted to i949asioo (original base i944s»ioo). Thia 
index is a weighted average of indices for certain selected centres, tfie wei- 
ghts being figures of ‘blown-up factory employment’ (corrected for effects 
of partition, wherever necessary) over die centres selected within the State 
in proportion to factory employment at each centre during 1944. In 
all, consumer price indices for twenty seven centres have been included 
in the all India series, 15 of which are compiled by the Labour Bureau on 
base 1944=100 and the rest by respective State Governments on varying, 
base periods. The centres cover all the States except Jammu & Kashmir 
and also include the union territory of Delhi. 

Table 88 

Index Numbers of Security Prices — The index number of security 
prices is a general purpose index compiled by the Reserve Ban!; of India. 
I'hese series have been revised with effect from the the first week of 
April, 1953. The average for 1953, tlius relates to 39 weeks, ending Dec- 
ember. The base period has been changed from the calendar year 1938 
to the financial year 1949-50 upto Juiei957 where after the base period 
is 1 952-53 . T he method of compilation has been slightly modified in as much 
as in’ the revised series the chained index numbers of the sub-groups are 
weighted instead of weighting the link-relatives. 

In compilation of index, 468 scrips are included. These scrips 
were selected from among those quoted on the Bombay, Calcutta^ 
Madras and Delhi (for variable dividend industrials) stock exchanges on 
the basis of importance of concerns to which they related and their activity 
in the market. The scrips were classified into four groups and thirty- 
eight sub-groups. Weights allocated to each of them were proportionate 
to the total amount ol loans outstanding, in the case of government and 
semi-government securities and to the market value of shares during the base 
period in the case of fixed-dividend and variable-dividend industrial 
securities. Indices are calculated from weekly average prices for the sdected 
scrips. Average quotations of the scrips during the base year represent 
arithmetic mean of daily quotations for the whole year. Monthly and 
annual indices are similar averages of weekly figures.

TRADE 

(A) Foreign Trade 

The figures represent trade with foreign countries both on private and 
government accounts, registered at Indian sea and airports, including 
also land frontier trade with Pakistan, Afghanistan, Iran and Burma as register- 
ed at the land customs lines. Trade with Tibet, Bhutan and Sikkim 
and the trade arising in the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and the Lacca- 
dive Minicoy and Amindivi Islands are excluded. In the case of Napal air- 
borne trade alone is included. 

Statistical Year— 

Simultaneously with the adoption of stands -d International Trade 
classification, since January 1957, ^here has been a change in the statistical 
accounting year. The foreign trade statistics of India were previously 
published on a financial year (April-March) basis, but from January 1957 
are compiled on calendar year (January-December) basis. However, the 
financial year basis has been re-adopted with effect from April i960. 

Imports — 

(Tables 89 to 91, 94, 95, 97, 99 and 100) 

Import figures generally show the trade as declared by importers in 
the bills of entry (applications for clearance) and as checked by customs 
• officials 

Goods entered for storage in bonded warehouses and afterwards ex- 
ported therefrom are included under ‘ imports ’ and ‘ re-exports Tran- 
shipment trade is not recognised for the purposes of Indian trade returns 
and is, thus, not included here. 

Trade of foreign countries on the border of India, passing in transit 
through Indian ports, on through bills of lading, from and to overseas coun- 
tries, is included under ‘ imports ’ and ‘ re-exports ’ respectively. ♦ 
The transit trade of Pakistan has, however, been excluded from the general' 
import and re-export with effea from April, 1952. 

Imports of passengers’ baggage are not included unless they are 
dutiable. All dutiable articles imported from foreign countries by parce 
or letter post are included. 

Exports and Re-exports— 

(Tables 89, 90, 92, to 94 , 96, 98, 99 and loi) 

Export figures represent the trade as declared in the manifests, of vessels 
cleared, which have been received and scrutinized with reports of notice 
of short shipment up to the last working day of the month or as near to 
that as is practicable but not earlier than 26th of the month. From the 
year 1951-52, however, a revised procedure for the registration of export 
trade statistics was adopted. The export trade statistics are now being 
compiled on the basis of trade as declared in the shipping bills passed up 
to the last working day of the month with necessary adjustments on account 
of short shipments. The figures of exports relate to Indian merchandise 
alone as distinct from exports of foreign merchandise which are classed as 
re-exports. 

*TotBl value of such trade is also shown separately in the Monthly Accotmts relatin g 
to the Foreign Trade and Navigation of India from April 1949 to December 1956 and 
tkd;eafter in the Suffplement to Monthlv StatUtia ef the Foreign Trade (f Ini^. 
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The classification of countries by ‘commonwealth countries* and 
‘other foreign countries’ followed in earlier issues of the Abstraa for table 
on coimtrywise imports, exports and re-exports has been discontinue and 
the countries are listed in alphabetical orcer in tables 91 — 93 in this issue. 

All anicles despatched to foreign a>untries by parcel post are included 
but the contents of foreign letters despatched are not registered. 

Classificatiok of trade by countries— 

(Tables 91 to 93, 97 and 98) 

Imports arc classified with reference to the countries whence they were 
consigDcd to India and not with reference to the countries whence they 
were shipped direct to India. The country of consignment is defined 
as that from which the goods have come whether by land and sea or by 
sea only or by air, without interruption of transit save in the course of 
transhipment or transfer from one means of conveyance to another. Thua 
the countries whence goods are consigned are not in all cases the countries 
of aaual origin of goods since goods produced in one country may be 
purchased by a firm in another country and thence despatched after an 
interval to India. 

Exports are credited to the country of final destination as declared by 
exporters in the shipping bills whether that country possesses a sea-pon 
or not. The country of final destination is defined as that to which 
goods exported from India are intended to pass whether by sea and land 
or by sea only or by air without interruption of transit, save in the course 
of transhipment or transfer from one means of conveyance to another. 

The figures are those declared by importers and exporters 
in the bills of entry and shipping bills. The value of goods repre ;ents (0 
the wholesale cash price less trade discount for which goodi of 
the like kind and quality, are sold or are capable ot being sold at 
the lime and place of importation or exponation, as the case may 
be, without any abatement or deduction whatever, except in ihj 
case of gt)ods imported of the amount of duties payable on the imp jrtation 
thereof ; or («) whore such price is not ascertainable, the cost at which th : 
goods of the like quality could be delivered at such place without any 
abatement or deduction except as aforesaid. Import valuation in 
practice corresponds to r.i.f. meihv)d, but export valuation was, prior 
to April 1951, not strictly on f.o.b. basis as it did not take into account ex- 
port duties and such items as dock charges, cost of transport, etc., up to 
the vessel With effect from April 1951, however, the basis of export 
valuation has been changed so as to conform sirialy to f.o.b. basis inclusive 
of export duty and/or cess where leviable. 

CimRENCY Areas— 

(Table 94) 

The following classification has been adopted icoai the year 1956-57: 

Dollar Area . — United States of America, Canada (including New- 
foundland and Labrador), Cuba, Haiti, Dominican Republic, Puerto Rico, 
Vir^ Islands of the United States, Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras (not 
British), Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Columbia, Republic of Panama, 
Panama Canal Zone, Venezuela, Ecuador, Bolivia, Hawaii, Philippines, 
Liberia and American Samoa. 
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Sterling Area All Commonwealth countries (excludinj Canada) 
together with Irish Republic, Iceland, Jordan, Muscat and Oman, 
and Burma. Iraq has been transferred to ‘other soft currency areas*' 
subsequent to June, 1959. 

Other Soft Currency Area , — All other countries. 

Currency area figares include the latest adjustments and, therefore, do^ 
not always tdly with the figures in the prcceeding tables. 

Treasure— 

(Tables 97 and 98.) 

Imports and exports of gold were recorded separately under ‘treasure 
as distinct from ‘merchandise’ till December 1956. From January 1957 
silver is included in merchandise trade while gold continues to be recorded 
under ‘treasure’. T ie value of gold represents the market value at the time 
and place of import and export, as the case may be. 

Index numbers of quanfum and unit value, of Exports and Imports; 

(Tables 99—101) 

The first series, on index numbers of exports and imports was calculated 
with reference to the year ending March, 1923 as base, Figires upto 
I' 548- 4.9 given in Table 99 relate to this scries converted to the year ending 
March 1939, as base. Owing to far reaching changes, in the pattern of trade 
as well as in coverage of the statistics, specially after partition, a new series 
calculated with reference to the year ending March, 1949 as base, was intro- 
duced with effect from 1949-50- Re-export trade which was excluded from^ 
the old scries was included in the export trade for the purposes of this index. 
To fit in with the changing pattern of India’s forcim trade, another revised 
series with 1952-53 as base was introduced with effect from 1953-54. Re- 
export trade was again excluded from the export index. Subsequent to the, 
adoption of the Standard Indian Trade Classification in 1957, the 
wide disparity between the old and t e new classification necessitated shift- 
ing of the base to a SITC period. Since the data for the first year (1957) 
of the revised classificatio i was deficient in many ways, the year 1958 has 
been chosen as the new base period for the present revised series of index 
numbers. 

A reference may be made to the earlier issues of the Statistical Abstrace 
for notes relating to the scope, coverage and methods of construction of the 
earlier series of the index numbers. The present revised series with refer- 
ence to period 1958 as base is described below: 

Scope and Coverage 

The change in the base period to 1958 has rendered the new series for* 
import trade index more representative than the previous series. The total 
value of articles included in the new imports index accounts for a coverage 
^ of 84% of the total value of imports of all rticles as against 70% in the old 
series. Coverage of exports index, however, remained the same at 92 %: The 
number of articles directly taken into account in calculations of the present 
series number to 51 1 for imports and 317 for exports. Larger coverage i i 
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hot attempted with a view to facilitating expeditious computation of the 
index numbers. 

Method of Construction 

As in the case of old series, the revised Index Numbers are of the fixed 
base type. The unit value (Price) Index Numbers are calculated according 
to the Paasche formula. The Quantum Index Numbers according 
Lasp^yres formula are not computed separately but are derived 
firom the former Indices. 

The method of calculation of unit value Indices briefly consists of 
comparing the trade in the current period with that revalued at 1958 prices* 
Symbolically, the Index Number P is given by the formula: —

where, Po and Pn denote the value of an article in the base period and the 
current period respectively, and q© and qn its respective quantities in these 
periods respectively. 


As mentioned above, the Quantum Indices are derived from the 
unit value Indices (P) as follows :

periods respectively. 

Adjustment for Incomplete Coverage 


It is not possible in practice to include all the commodities entering 
into trade since information on quantities is lacking for many miscellane- 
ous items in the trade records. Such items cannot be included in the 
xross-valuations and hence do not appear directly in the compilation of 
Index Numbers. Adjustments have, therefore, been made in the final 
Lidex Numbers to allow for incomplete coverage. These adjustments 
are based on the ajssumption that the price changes in the items not 
covered in a section are similar to those shown by the items included 
in the calculation for the section. The method of adjustment can be 
explained symbolically as below :

Overall Balance of Trade 
(Table 102) 

From April 1948 total values of foreign trade of India by all route 
(i.a., sea, air and land) have been taken into account for purpose of calculat- 
ing the balance of trade. All foreign trade transactions in golc^ current notes 
and coins are included under treasure. Balance of trade in treasures is in 
gold and silver only upto December 1956 and gold only thereafter since trade 
in silver is included under merchandise. 

Land Frontier Trade 
^ (Table 102 to 104) 

This portion deals with the trade with Tibet, Nepal Sikkim and Bhutan 
as recorded at certain railway stations adjacent to the land frontier routes 
in the absence of a customs barrier. Only quantities are shown. Values are 
not recorded at present. 
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Tables X05 and xo6 

Coasting trade statistics represent the trade registered at the ports in 
States (old Provinces), that is, the trade between one State (old Province) 
on the one side and all other States (old Provinces and former Indian 
States, such as Kutch, Travancore etc.) plus certain other ports on the 
Indian coast (a.^., French Ports, Goa, etc.) on the other. The trade among 
ports within the same State has not been included into the table presented 
here. Cochin Port which was a part of Madras block prior to April 1951 
has from that date been constituted into a separate block. 

Prior TO April, 1957, the Indian Coasting Trade was recorded according 
to the following Maritime Blocks: — 

(i) West Bengal, (2) Orissa, (3) Madras, (4) Travancore-Cochin 
(5) Cochin Port, (6) Bombay, and (7) Saurashtra, Okha and Kutch. 

Consequent upon the reorganisation of the States, the following Mari- 
time Blocks each of which corresponds to a Maritime State or Union 
territory, have been adopted from April, 1957 : — 

(i) West Bengal, (2) Orissa, (3) Andhra Pradesh, (4) Madras 
(5) Kerala, (6) Mysore, (7) Bombay, (8) Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
and (9) Laccadive, Minicov and Amindivi Islands. 

For the purposes of trade and tariff, Pakistan was declared to be a 
foreign country with effect from ist March 1948, and hence the coasting 
trade of India with Pakistan ports is excluded from that date. 

The figures show generally the trade as declared in the shipping do- 
cuments duly scrutinised and passed through the customs houses. The 
term ‘Indian merchandise’ comprises all goods that are of the growth, 
produce or manufacture of India. Indian merchandise is distinguished 
from foreign merchandise in the declaration of importers or exporters made 
in the biUs of entry or shipping bills from which the trade statistics 
are compiled. Passengers’ baggage, postal transactions and merchandise 
transhipped at Custom ports are excluded from the scope of these statistics. 
Imports and exports of treasure which include gold and silver (bullion 
and coin) only are recorded separately and are not included in the figures of 
merchandise. From 1948-49, the distinction between private merchandise 
and Government stores has been abolished and combined figures of trade 
under both these categories are published. 

In the values of articles imported or exported as recorded in the coasting 
trade, customs and excise duties previously paid are included. 

The year refers to the period of twelve months, April to March, front 
195B figures are compiled on calendar year basis. 
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Table 107 

Nature and scope — Inland Trade Statistics represent only the movement 
of Trade by railways and steamer services, into and from a state taken as a 
whole or a chief port or ports, the trade of which is registered separately 
from that of the state in which such port or ports may be situated. Move-^ 
ment of trade by other means (e.g. road, air, country boats etc.) is thus 
excluded from the scope of these statistics. 

Trade For the purposes of the inland trade accounts, as from 

April, 1955, India has been divided into 36 trade blocks, representing the 
States of Indian Union as they were prior to the reorganisation of States 
under the States Reorganisation Act 1956, except in the case of Andhra, 
Bombay, Madras, West Bengal, Saurashtra and Travancore-Cochin each 
of which forms two trade blocks namely the state excluding port and the 
port of the State. Prior to April 1955 there were only 20 trade blocks. 
The list had to be revised because of the separation of Andhra from Madras 
the transfer of Pondicherry and Karikal from French to Indian Administra- 
tion and need felt for separate figures of the trade of each State. The ques- 
tion of revision of trade blocks on the basis of the reorganisation of States is 
under consideration. 

Method of Registration--Tht figures represent actual imports into 
each trade block. According to arrangement in force, each of the railways 
and steamer companies register such traffic as is received at stations on its 
line within a particular trade block from other trade blocks, without taking 
into account the traffic enroute to another station whether within or without 
the same trade block. In case of Tripura, however, there is no railway 
or steamer station or out-agency within the trade block, and special arrange- 
ments have been made, to record the trade. The trade of this block is 
recorded by the following agencies: 

(0 in respect of trade via Eastern Bengal railway by five land customs 
stations on the Tripura Eastern Pakistan border; 

(fV) in respect of trade via Patharkandi on the Assam, Tripura border 
by the North East Frontier railways. 

River borne trade— Tht statistics cover only the trade carried by the 
India General Navigation and Railway Companies Ltd. and River Steam 
Navigation Co. Ltd. between the Trade blocks mentioned below and no 
account is taken of(a) trade carried by other steamer owners or boat-owners 
between these trade blocks or (h) river borne trade between other trade 
blocks.

For the purposes of registration, trade originating on a railway and 
teanshipped, under through-booking arrangements at a railway sution to a 
steamer or for conveyance to a river station, is treated as carried wholly by 
rail. 
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Articles and Units of measurement— The trade in certain staple article* 
only is recorded and the weight recorded is the net wei^t i.e. the grosg 
weight entered in the invoices less certain fixed percentages which have been 
taken to represent the weight of packing etc. Values are not recorded. Figures 
of oil-seeds represent the trade in the following varieties; (i) Castor. (w)Cotton 
seed, (in) ground nuts, (it;) Linseed, (v) rape and mustard, (vi) til cht tintih. 
Cotton piece goods include both Indian and foreign cloth. Jute raw includes 
both loose and pucca bales. Raw cotton figures do not make distinction 
between ginned and unginned.

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 


The balance of payments is a record of economic transactions of the resi-^ 
dents of a country with the rest of the world on account of goods exported 
and imported, services rendered and received and transfers of capital. Resi- 
dents cover nationals as well as non-nationals residing in the country. Foreign 
students, tourists, foreign diplomatic officers and international institutions 
are not considered to be residents but diplomatic officers and armed forces 
of the country, stationed abroad, are treated as residents notwithstanding their 
physical location^ 

India’s balance of payments statistics presented in this seaion are derived 
for the most part from exchange control records. The figures relate to 
Indian Union and include Indo-Pakistan transaaions also. 

Tables io8 & 109 

Current Account. — ^Economic transactions that enter the current 
account of the balance of payments are of the following types. A surplus 
on current account leads to an acquisition of assets or re-payment of debts 
previously contracted and a deficit involves withdrawal of previously accumu- 
lated assets or is met by borrowings. 

Merchandise — ^The figures refer to recorded transactions and include 
estimates of unrecorded imports paid with Indian currency notes but 
exclude transactions under Government barter deals. Imports are in- 
clusive of insurance and freight although these two elements come, strialy 
speaking, under the category of services. Exports aref.o.b Gold transac- 
tions are recorded separately under the head ‘‘■non-monetary gold”. 

Transportation — ^Receipts include charges, etc., met by foreign* 
ships in Indian ports, while payments cover operating expenses abroad of 
Indian steamship companies and some freight payments. 

Investment income — ^Receipts include interest and discount on the invest- 
ments of the Reserve Bank of India. 

Government not included elsewhere — ^The payment figures represent 
disbursements of the Government such as those for the upkeep of its 
offices abroad as also contributions to international organisations. 

Miscellaneous — ^This item covers, in the main, receipts and^ 
payments for services such as those for agency services and film rentals and 
maintenance of estates. 

Donations — ^These are mainly unilateral transfers like gifts, maintenance 
allowances, family remittances and remittances received by missionaries. Also 
include aid received under Colombo Plan and Indo-U.S. Technical Co-opera- 
tion agreement.? 

Errors and Omtsyfons— This is a reconciliation entry to balance the 
difference in the total debits and dredi u • These differences arise due to differ- 
ence in timings between the two arms of a transaction or their coverage. 
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2. Capital Account : 

This account indicates how the transactions under the current account 
affect the country’s investment position abroad. Explanations of the various 
categories included are given below 

I. (a) Private Long-term Capital — ^Transactions covered are mainly 
cash transfers and do not include investments in the form of goods brought 
from abroad or the re-invested earnings of foreign controlled companies in 
India. 


(6) Private Short-term Capital — ^Mainly includes seasonal capital . 
received from abroad for financing foreign owned plantations and net charges 
in the short-term indebtedness or claims abroad of business institutions. 

2. Banking — ^This excludes transactions by Reserve Bank of India. 
Figures are available only from 1957. Earlier data is included under official. 
Figures for 1957 incomplete to the extent that, certain banking sector 
liabilities to non-resident government institutions, are included under official 
sector for want of details. 

3. Official (including R.B.I.) — Comprise (a) Loans — Credit side in- 
cludes drawings on various loans and credits obtained by the country, viz.9 
I.B.R.D. loans, U.S. Export-Import Bank & D.L.F. Loans, Japanese 
Yen Credit, U.K.— India oil pipeline credit, credits arranged for industrial 
enterprises and Barauni Refinery, West German credit for capital goods, 
loans under U.S. Government’s P.L. 480 and P.L. 665 programmes, etc. 
Debit figures include repurchases of rupees from the I.M.F. and extension 
of loans to Burma. 

(b) Amortisation — The debit-side includes repayments of I.B.R.D., 
D.L.F., T.C.A. loans and Bhilai Credit. The credit entries relate mainly 
to repayment by the U.K, of the Excess Pensions Fund. 

(c) Miscellaneous — Include changes in the P.L. 480 and P.L. 665 balances 
and rupee liabilities of the Reserve Bank of India to non-resident official and 
semi-official institutions. 

{d) Reserves — Cover changes in foreign exchange assets of the Reserve 
Bank of India and the Government. 

Figures for 1951-1956 of the Banking Sector are also included under the 
official sector for want of details. 

Regional Balance of Payments — Current Account — ^This table provides, 
data on the regional aspect of the current account. The area-wise division 
of current transactions shown is based on definitions of these areas current 
during the various periods concerned as detailed below: — 

Sterling Area— All Com monwealth countries {excluding Canada and 
Newfoundland) together with Burma, Jordan, Libya, Muscat & Oman, Irish 
Republic and Icel^d. 

Dollar Area— Cowering United States of America, Canada {including New- 
foundland), Cuba, Haiti, Dominican Republic, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands 
of the United States^ Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras (not British), Salvador,

RAILWAYS 

Indian Railways were broadly classified on the following linei^ 
up to 1950-51— 

Class I^Railways with gross earnings of not less than Rs. 50 
lakhs a year. 

Class IL— Railways with gross earnings of less than Rs. 50 lakhs 
but exceeding Rs. 10 lakhs, a year. 

Class IIL—Railways with gross annual earnings of not more than 
Rs. 10 lakhs. 

From 1951-52, the Indian Railways have been classified as: — 

(i) Government Railways and (ii) Non-Government Railvrays, 
instead of Class I, II and III. 

The regrouping of Indian Railways was carried out during 1951- 
52. With effect from the 14th April, 1951, the M. & S. M., S. I. and 
Mysore State Railways were integrated into the Southern Railway. 
With effect from the 5th November, 1951, the G.I.P., N. S , Scindia 
and Dholpur State Railways were combined to form Ihe Central 
Railway and the B. B. & C. L, Saurashtra, Jaipur State, Hajasthan 
and Kutch State Railways to form the Western Railway. 

For purposes of statistics, the regrouping has been assumed to 
have taken place as from 1st April, 1951 and comparative figures for 
the Central, the Western and the Southern Railways iuv 1950-51 have 
been compiled for the regrouped system as a whole by consolidat- 
ing the figures of the respective constituent units of the new system. 
For purposes of exhibiting comparative figures for 1950-51 the Scinda, 
Dholpur, Saurashtra, Jaipur. Rajasthan and Kutch State Railways, 
which, prior to regrouping, had been included under Class II and 
Class III Railways were later included in the group of ‘Class F Rail- 
ways and omitted from the groups ‘Class IF and 'Class ITF Railways. 

The regrouping of Government Railways was further extended 
on the 14th April, 1952 with the formation of the Northern, Eastern 
and North Eastern Railways as follows: — 

The Northern Railway by the integration of the former Jf>dhpur, 
Bikaner State, and E.P. Railway; Lucknow, Moradabad and Allaha- 
bad Divisions of the E.L Railway; and the Delhi-Rewari-Fazilka Sec- 
tion of the AVestern Railway. 

Eastern Railw'ay by the integration of the former B.N. Railway 
with the remaining Divisions of the E.I. Railway. 

The North Eastern Railway by the integration of the former O.T. 
and Assam Railways and the Kanpur Achnera Section of the 'Western 
Railways. 

With cITect from August 1, 1955. the old Eastern Railway was 
bifurcated into Eastern and South. Eastern Railways. 

With effect from 15th January 1958, the old North Eastern Rail- 
way was bifurcated into two zones — one forming an independent 
unit called Northeast Frontier Railway and the remaining portion 
of the old North Eastern Railway constituting new Eastern Railway. 
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Table IlOA— 110. 

Route-Kilometres of the Railways— In calculating the length of 
route double or treble lines are counted only once. 

Gross Earnings and Working Expenses. — Represent total earnings 
and expenses of railways in an accounting period irrespective of 
whether the earnings have been realised or expenses paid. Gross 
earnings include all earnings from passenger traffic, goods traffic, 
parcels, luggage and other miscellaneous sources of revenue, while 
working expenses include all expenses incurred for maintenance of 
structural works, supply of loco power, carriage and wagon stock, 
ferry steamers and harbours as well as the expenses of traffic de- 
partments, general and electric service departments and other mis- 
cellaneous expenses. 

Train Kilometres— Include the kilometres run by trains carry- 
ing passengers or goods or both as well as the kilometres run ty 
?mpty trains. No deduction is made for departmental trains- 

Number of Passengers and Metric Tons carried. — in Table No. 
110 A the figures rej^resent the number of passengers and weight in 
metric tons of goods originating on all Railways, while in Table 
No. HOB they represent the total number of passengers and total 
weight in mkric tons of goods carried on individual railways. In 
the latter case, passengers travelling over two or more railways 
or two or mere gauges of the same railway are treated as having 
periormed two or more journeys. The figures relating to metric 
tons of goods carried are also recorded in the same manner. 

Passenger-Kilometres and Net Metric Ton-Kilometres —The 
figures under these heads are the real indices of the volume of 
passengers and goods traffic handled. These are arrived at by mul- 
tiplying the total number of passengers carried and the total metric 
tons of goods carried by the re.spective number of kilometres over 
which they are moved. 

Accidents —The figures exclude persons killed or injured in rail- 
way workshops.

Length of Extra-Municipal Roads {classified according 0 

surface). — ^The figures are compiled annually from the returns, 
in the prescribjd forms, received from various States 

according to recommendations of the Conference of British 

Commonwealth Statisticians held in Ottawa in 1935. These 

statistics relate to extra-municipal roads maintained by public authorities, 
i.s., roads outside the area or jurisdiction of a Municipality, Town or City 
Corporation or other urban body. These roads are maintained by (a) Public 
Works Department and Military Engineering Service and {b) Local 
bodies. The Roads maintained by the M.E.S. are generally in Conton- 
ments where the M. E. S . are the executing agency for P. W. D . These returns 
do not include military roads but they include roads, classed as national high- 
ways. In addition to these there are also roads constructed in the Community 
Development and National Extension Service Blocks which came into exist- 
ance after 2nd October, 1952, and public roads in urban areas in different 
Statesof India. Separate tables giving the length of roads in C.D. and N.B.S. 
Blocks as on 31st March, 1959 and public Roads in urban Areas as on 
31st March, 1958 are included. Various types of roads, classifised accord- 
ing to surface, are defined below : — 


Bituminous roads have surface dressing with tar, bituminous or as- 
phalt including grouding sheet asphalt, etc. 


Concrete roads include surfaces dressed with cement concrete or cement 
bound mecadam. 

Water bound mecadam roads have surfaces of b roken rock metal 
kankar^ laterite or brick metal. I 


Lower type roads are unmetalled roads of artificially admixed granular 
material or natural soil-motorable and unmotorable. 

National Highway are highways running through the length and bread- 
th of the Indian Union connecting major ports, foreign highways and capi- 
tals of States and include roads of strategic importance, thus constituting the 
main arteries of communication in the country. The system of National 
Highways came into existence on ist April, 1947 from which date the Govern- 
ment of India assumed complete financial liability for maintenance and deve- 
lopment of roads included under the system. The National Highways Act, 
1956 laid down that the Government of India arc responsible for dev Joping 
and maintaining all the National Highways; but they may direct that any 
function in relation to development and maintenance of any National Highway 
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shall also bs exercisable by the Government of the State within which the 
National Highway is situated or by any offic:r or authority subordinate to 
the Government of India or to the State Government. 

Length of extra-municipal Roads (classified according to functions) 

Roads have been divided into following classes 

(i) National Highways, which would traverse several States and be 
of national importance for strategic, administrative or other 
purposes; 

(«) State Highways, which connect with the National Highways 
or with the highways of the adjacent States, district headquar- 
ters and important cities of the States ; 

(ill) District roads, which serve areas of production and markets in 
the district connecting them with one another or with other high- 
ways and railways; 

(i«i) village roads connecting villages and groups of villages with one 
another and with the nearest district roads, highways, railways or 
river ghats. 

From 1919 to 1947, the provinces have been solely responsible for the 
construction and maintenance of roads. The Central Government 
assumed, with clfcct from ist April, 1947, compLte financial responsibility 
for the development and maintenance of every road accepts d by the C*. ntt al 
Government as a National Highway. From that day the States w^re l:ft 
with the: entire responsibility for the development and maintenance of the 
other roads mentioned above.

Central Road Fund Statistics. — ^Thc Central Road Fund camo into 
being in 1929-30, on the recommendations of the Jayikar Commiti.e. 
The fund was built up out of an additional tax of two annas (now 2I annas) 
a gallon on motor spirit. A part of the fund (now one-fifth) has been 
reserved for works of special or all-India importance, the balance being 
allocated to the States for approved works. The basis of allocation has 
been determined by the ratio of the consumption of motor spirit in each 
administrative unit.

Indian shipping siausdcs are confined to foreign and coastal traffic 
only; data for inland shipping being far too meagre at present. Number 
of ships include their repeated voyages, if a ship performs more than 
one voyage, it is treated as more than one vessel. Tonnage recorded 
except in table 132 is nei tonnage, i.e.y volume of enclosed spaces of 
vessels less crew space, engine room and other space not used for cargo;

If on their inward voyage, they enter 
a port in India i"'. ballast or to discharge a part of their cargo and then 
proceed to other ports in India, their clearances and entries after the first 
port are r corded in the coasting trade. Similarly if vessels, on the voyage 
outwards, are loaded with part carg-> for a foreign port and part for some 
othe.r port or ports in India, they are recorded at the first port of departure as 
cleared in ’he coasting trade and again recorded as cleared in 
foreign trade at the last Indian Port. The arrivals of vessels at a p 01 1 in 
India for the purposes of discharging cargo and their departure from a port 
in India after loading cargo are recorded as arrivals or deoarturcs zouh cargo.

TOURISM 

Ftreign Tourists Coming to India 

Tourist traflSc covers persons vising India for a period of not less 
than 24 hours and not more than six months^ for purposes of business^ 
holii^y, pleasure, study, reasons of health, domestic reasons, attending 
mmings or in a representative capacity of any kind, e. g., diplomatic, 
acientific, administrative, religious athletics. The term “tourist” excludes 
•a large number of travellers, viz., migrants, persons in transit, transport crewa, 
trtwps, etc. It also excludes foreign students even though they receive re- 
niittances from their home countries.

INCOME TAX 

Statistics presented in this section relate to the assessments on 
account ot Income-tax, Super-tax and Surcharge made by the Incom^ 
tax Department. The figures refer to regular assessments made under the 
Income-tax Act and do not include demands raised for advance payment,, 
provisional assessments or miscellaneous demands like penalties, warrant 
fees, etc. Figures of taxes represent the demand raised and not the collections 
actually made against those demands. The scope ot the Income-tax Act 
was enlarged from 1950-51 by extending it to the whole of India except the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir. From 1954-55, this state is also included. 

Table 161-162 

These tables analyse the « demand tor income -lax and Super-tax 
according to the revised classification in regard to classes of assessees 
viz. 9 (i) individuals, (ii) Hindu undivided families, (iii) unregistered 
firms and other associations of persons (iv) registered firms and (v) companies 
and other concerns assessable at company rates. This revised classification 
was adopted from 1953-54. Figures under the Old Series upto 1952-53 
presented in the previous issue have now been omittctl. The statements are 
designed toshowthetotaltax demand (including surcharge) payable by assess- 
ees and net in come left in their hands after payment of tax. The number ot 
assessees shown are in respect of each assessment made on them and an assessee 
having more than one assessment made on him during the year is counted 
more than once. Figures tor the latest year i.e.. 1960-61 are presented se- 
parately by ranges ot total income assessed and by States while all-India totals 
are given from 1953-54.

©etails aie given below — 

Employment — 

Attempts have been made in this section to cover statistics regard- 
ing employment both under the public and private sectors as far as 
hguies are available. Tables 178—180 give a complete picture ot 
employment in public sector. 

Table 178- 

This table relates to employment in Central Government estab- 
lishments. The table is based on the information collected every 
month by Directoj* General of Employment and Training, througb 
Empioyrnenl Exchanges. The information contained in this table 
excludes employment in Railways and in Embassies and Missions 
abroad. Collection of information in respect of this table has now 
been dropped in view of the collection of information in respect ot 
public sector. (Table 179). 

Table 179-- 

This table relates to establishments under Ct'ntval Govern nitMil, 
State Governments, quasi-Governmeni and Local Bodies. The infor- 
mation is based on the data collected by the Employment Exi’hanges 
as part of a piogramme for collection of employment market infor- 
mation on quai’terly basis. 

Table 180 * 

This table relates to employment in Railways. As the regroup- 
ing of Government Railways was completed on 14th April 1951^. 
zone wise information regarding employment in Railways is a'-'inl- 
able only from that ycai‘. Information regarding employnun! in 
Works and Projects includes Chittaranjan Locomotive VV(>:i;s, 
Ganga Bridge Project and Integral Coach Factory from I9r>fj and 
Railway Electrilication. Project from 1956 onwards. Be.sides, em- 
ployment data for Non Government Railways and for Railway 
Board and other Railway offices are also given in this table. The 
employment data include class 1 to IV permanent and temporary 
employees. 

Tables 181.A.& 181-B— 

Statistics relating to employment in factories have been collected 
under the provisions of the Indian Factories Act, 1934, up to 1948 
and under the Indian Factories Act, 1948, thereafter. The old Act 
which was in force till 1948 covered factories employing 20 workers 
or more and using power, besides which certain factories, employ- 
ing 10 workers or more whether using power or not were covered 
by notffication in some of the States. The coverage has since been 
extended under the new Act to all factories employing 10 workers or 
more with the aid of power and 20 workers or more without the- 
aid of power. The State Governments are also empowered under 
Section 85 of the Act to notify factories which are not covered by” 
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the two groups of factories mentioned above. The statistics present- 
ed in the tables include information relating to such factories also. 
The employment figures represent “average daily employment . J'he 
figures of Average daily employment are furnished by each factory 
by dividing the total attendances (man-days) during a year by the 
total number of working days during the year. Thus the measure 
of employment is based on attendance and not on the physical num- 
ber r of persons on rolls. Coverage by States of the data presented 
in these two tables is given below. 

Table 181A— 

Except for Col, 2 regarding “all factories” the data upto 1955 
relate to the former Pari 'A' and Part 'C* States of Delhi, Ajmer 
and Coorg. Tenitories merged with Part ‘A’ States during this 
period have been gradually covered. Data from 1956 onwards 
relate to re-organized States, with the following year to year ex- 
clusion. Data for 1956 exclude Kerala, Mysore, Rajasthan and 
Union Territories other than Delhi. Those for 1957 exclude Mysore 
and Manipur, for 1958 exclude only Mysore and those for 1959 ex- 
clude Kerala and Manipur. Data for Jammu & Kashmir from 195fi 
onwards hav(* not been available and hence are excluded. Data 
from 1956 onwards include estimated information relating to average 
daily employment in factories not submitting returns whereas, pre- 
viously these related to only factories submitting returns. The 
data are therefore not comparable from year to year. For 1956 on- 
wards figures, have been demarcated by a deep line, in order to 
indicate non-comparability. 

Coverage by State of the data in Col. 2 in this table is the same 
as given for table 181 B below.

State-wise details regarding number of factorir^s and ave^rage 
daily number of workers employed in each industry during Iho year 
1960 are given in this table. Annual totals for each State are also 
shown from the year 1951.

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Table 183--. 

Information regarding average daily number of workers employ- 
ed in all mines (total) and in 15 important mines individually is 
given in this table. The method of computation of average daily 
number of workers employed is the same as given above for table 
203 A &B. Under the statutory provision of Mines Act, the Chief 
inspector of Mines collects information regarding number of per- 
sons employed in and about mines and quarries (except those speci- 
ally exempted by Central Government). Upto 1953 the information 
regarding employment in mines was collected under the Indian 
Mines Act 1923 and thereafter it is collected under the Indian Mines 
Act 1952. The scope of the Act changed slightly from time to time. 
For example by a Notification of March 1955, a number of hitherto 
exempted stone, lime stone and sand excavations were brought un- 
der the provisions of the Act. 

Table 184 — 

This table shows the average daily number of persons employed in 
tea, coffee and rubber estates. The Directorate of Economics and Sta- 
tistics, Ministry’ of Food and Agriculture, collects figures of employmeat 
from Tea, Coffee and rubber estates every year through State Governments. 
All workers in garden and outside, are covered. According to instructions 
Md down, each estate furnishes figures of ‘average daily employment’ by 
dividing the total man-days worked during a year by a standard figure 
of 300 working days. The figures of ‘average daily employment’ for in- 
dividual estates are addded up to obtain the ‘average daily employment’ 
for each industry vtz., tea, coffee and rubber. 

Table 185 — 

Statistics of employment in respect of shops, commercial establish- 
ments and restaurants, registered under the Weekly Holidays Act or Shops 
and Commercial Establishments Acts in the various States are given in 
this table. These Acts are in force only in certain urban areas, covering 
municipal areas, towns and cantonments, and hence the statistics are limited 
to shops and ccnnmercial establishments in such areas. Further, there is no 
regular arrangement for collecting annual returns on employment from 
the individual units covered by the Acts and the employment data arc 
collected specially by the State Governments at the request of the Labour 
Bureau. In some cases, the employment data were compiled from the figures 
furnished by the employers at the time of registration of the unit under 
the Act and in other cases they were collected specially by the inspectors 
appointed under the Aas directly from the individual establishments. The 
Inspectors generally estimated the number of persons employed and it does 
not appear that any uniform measure of employment, “average daily 
employment” for a period or “number on rolls” on a particular d«y was 
adopted. 

Employtnent Service — 

Statistics in this sub-section show the working of the Employment Ex- 
changes under the control of the Directorate C^eral of Employment and 
Training, Ministry of Labour and Employment. The nature of work 
undertaken by the Employment Exchanges consists of registering people who 
are seeking employment and securing employment for them. 

Table 186 A— 

This table shows the number of applicants on th^ live-register of Em- 
ployment Exchanges, according to the broad occupational groups, for the 
years 1950-1959. Employment Exchanges are no more collecting infor- 
mation under the occupational groups mentioned in this table. From i960

Table 187— 

This table shows the number placed in employment through the 
employment exchanges according to the nature of service and place- 
ments of certain special categories of applicants. 

Wages and Earnings of Factory Employees — 

The statistics in respect of wages and earnings of factory workers 
are collected under the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 and relate to 
lactories as defined under clause (m) of section 2 of the Factories 
Act 1948. The statistics are based on factories reporting and hence 
are subject to errors of varying non-response from year to year. 
The Payment of Wages Act, till 1957 applied to employees in facto- 
ries covered by the Act, earning less than Rs. 200 per month. In 
1958 the Act has been amended bringing within its scope employees 
earning Rs. 200 and more but less than Rs. 400 per month also. 
After the amendment of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 in 1958 
an attempt was made to collect the statistics for 1958 onwards in 
two paits one part relating to employees earning less than Rs. 200 
per month and the other part relating to employees earning Rs. 200 
or more but less than Rs. 400 per month. Figures of average per capita 
annual earnings are arrived at by dividing the total earning by 
average daily number of employees. Earning include basic wages, 
aUowances, annual bonus and money value of concessions. 

Table 188- 

This table shows the total annual earnings of factory workers 
in each State. 

Table 189— 

This table shows the average annual earnings of a factory worker 
according to States. 

Table 190— 

This table shows the average annual earnings of factory em- 
ployees by industries. 

While computing the figures of average annual earnings, the 
groure of industries consisting of Food beverages, Tobacco and Gina 
and Presses have been excluded as these groups contain mainly 
seasonal factories where the annual earnings of workers rarely re- 
^ whole year and therefore would not be comparable with 
the d^a on earnings, in the case of perennial factories. Railway 
workshops are also not covered in these statistics. 

Table 191— 

Information regarding per capita average monthly earnings of 
Tea plantation labourers in Assam is given in this table. For the 
purpose of these statistics a labourer is defined as a person work- 
mg on wage not exceeding Rs. 50 per month (excluding a clerk, 
domestic servant or a mechanic, carpenter 



(fiiftson, brick-layci or other artisan). The figures are based on Tea esiate^s 
iubmitting returns. The coverage is, therefore, incomplete and varies frona 
year to year. The figures in respect of the years prior to 1953-54 arc based 
on two months average (March and September) whereas those for 1953-54 
and later years arc average of the 12 months of the respective year. 

Table 192— • 

The data for coal-mines relate to average weekly earnings in Decem- 
ber each year, whereas those for other mines relate to average daily earnings 
in December each year. 7 'he average weekly cash earnings in coal mines 
are computed by dividing the total payments during the first complete Wi>rk- 
ing week in the month of December by the average daily attendance during 
the week. The average daily earnings for mines other than coal are compu-' 
ted by dividing the total payment for December by the corresponding aggre- 
gate daily attendance. 

Table 193 — 

This table shows statistics of injuries resulting from accidents in 
factories colleaed under the Factories Act, 1948. Data relate to all former 
part ‘A* States and Part ‘C’ Stales of Delhi, Ajmer and Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands upto 1955 and thereafter to the re-organised States and Union 
Territories as mentioned below. Dai a f or 1956 relate to all 
rc-(»rganised States. Data excludes the States of Jammu and Kashmir, Mysors 
and Manipur from 1957 to 1959 excludes Madhya Pradesh in 1958. exclude 
Rajasthan and Kerala in i959> and excludes Jammu and Kashmir in i960. 

Tabic 194 — 

This table shows numbers of accidents and number of injuries (i.e, 
number of persons receiving injuries) in Mines. The data arc collected 
under the Mines Act. Accidents have been classified into fatal and serious. 
A serious injury is one which involves, or in all probability will involve, per- 
manent loss and injury 10 sight or hearing and fracture of limb and enforced 
absence of the injured person from work for a period exceeding 20 days. 
Complete statistics of minor injuries are not available. Data fi^r 1950 relates 
to Part ‘A’ States and Part ‘C’ Stales of Ajmer, Coorg and Delhi. Data 
from 1951 cover whole of ihe Indian Union except Jammu and Kashmir. 

Industrial Disputes . — The figure-s relate to disputes resulting in work 
stoppages and involving ten or more workers. A temporary sioppage oT w >rk 
by a group or all employees in a unit or tcmporaiw' withholding of work from 
a group of cmr.lowcs, by an employer (or a grou^ of emp'oyers) in a unit in 
connection with matters relating to employment or terms or conditions of 
emplo>ment is termed as an Industrial Dispute. As the statistics are collected 
on voluntary basis the coverage may not be complete particularly in sectors 
like construction, trade and services. The statistics cover both strikes and 
lock-outs but certain types of strikes like sympathatic strikes which are not 
connected w^ith specific demands of workers are not included in the statistics. 
Upto 1956 data in general relate to former Part ‘A’ states and Part ‘C’ states 
of Ajmer and Delhi. Territories merged with Part ‘ A ’ states during this 
period have gradually been covered. From 1957 the data relate to whole of 
the Indian Union. 

Table 195— 

This table shows the State-wise distribution of number of disputes 
workers involved and number of man-days lost on account of the disputes. 
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The figures of number of workers involved relate to the maximum number 
of workers involved. The maximum number of workers involved is the 
number which was highest on any day during the course of work stoppage as 
known upto ths date of reporting. The figures of man-days lost arc calcidaied 
by adding up actual vacancies caused by the work-stoppage on each working 
^y. Scheduled holidays daring the period of work-stoppages are not taken 
into account in the calculation of man-days lost. 

Table 196 — 

This table shows the classification of industrial disputes by causes. 

Table 197 — 

Under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 1923 compensation is payable to 
workers employed in scheduled emplo3mients and drawing less than Rs. 400 
;per month, for injuries due to accidents resulting in death or disablement for 
more than 3 days provided that it is not caused through the fault of the worker 
himself. As all the injuries are not compensated, the number of compensated 
injuries do not reflect the total number of injuries occuring. Further, many 
of the establishments covered by the Workmen’s Compensation Act fail to 
submit returns and hence information regarding number of compensated 
injuries and the amount of compensation paid is incomplete.

information concerning vital and public health statistics im 
India IS shown in the tables under this section. Data in greater detail are 
now published by the Registrar General, Ministry of Home Affairs and 
Ministry of Health , Government of India, and the various State authorities 
in the form of periodical reports. The information relates to all States of 
the Indian Union, unless otherwise specified. The latest year for which 
vital statistics are available is i960. While the figures for that year are 
shown in greater detail, corresponding figures for the earlier years are 
shown in totals only. Tables 204 and 205. 

Table 204 shows State-wise distribution of birth rates classified into 
rural and urban, while table 227 shows the death rates per 1,000 of mid-year 
population, recorded in registration areas, where registration of births 
and deaths is compulsory. States of Assam, Bihar, Kerala, Mysore & Rajasthan 
which have a particularly deficient registration have been excluded in calculat- 
ing All India rates. Rates arc calculated by using the mid-year estimated 
population of registration areas. The All India rates for the years 1956 to 
i960 arc based on data for 10 States of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Maha- 
rashtra, Delhi, Madras, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Uttar Pradesh, Punjab 
and West Bengal. 

In table 205 infant mortality rate is also shown which represents the 
number of deaths under one year of age per thousand live-births recorded in 
the same period.

This table shows death rate per 1,000 of population, according to cause 
of death. The rnore commonly known epidemics are shown separately, while 
the remaining diseases are grouped together only in broad groups.

EDUCATION 


The information contained in this section relates to all States of 
the Indian Union. Statistics relating to North-East Frontier Agency and 
Naga Hills and Tuensang Area have been included from 1954-55 and 
1958-59 respectively. In tables 212 to 221 s All-India totals are given 
for years commencing 1950-51, while statewise break-down is given for 
the latest year, z.e., 1959-60. The figures in table 222, however, show 
total literate population in India according to 1961 census. The figure 
relating to the year 1958-59 in tables 212-221 arc provisional. The 
academic year in these tables is taken to coincide with financial year 
ending 31st March. 

Table 212 — 

The suinmar)^ table gives a general idea of the educational develop- 
ment in the country from 1950-51 to 1959-60. As co-education is largely in 
vague the information, regarding the number of institutions for men and 
Women does not mean that only men and women are exclusively 
sttulyirg in ih,m. However, to give an idea of the comparative gn>wth of 
ducation among men and women, the total number of men and women 
scholars in all institutions are also given separately. The figures relate 
to recognised institutions only. 

The terms “Men” and “Women” connote “Boys” and “Girls” where- 
ever relevant. 

Information about expenditure relates to recognised institutions only 
By direct expenditure is meant expenditure directly conneaed with the. 
maintena: ice of an institution, viz, salary of teachers and other recurring 
expenditure; while indirect expenditure means all expenditure on inspections 
direction, buildings, furniture, scholarships and other miscellaneous items. 
Its nature is such that it cannot be apportioned to each type of institution. 

Table 213— 

Number of Recognised Educational Ivstitutions , — In this table data on 
various types of recognised institutions for men and women are given 
for the period 1950-51 to 1959-60. Recognised institutions are those 
which are recognised by the Government or by a University or a Board of 
Secondary and Intermediate Education, constituted by law and offer the 
prescribed courses of study. They are open to inspection and general 
direaion by the Education Department of Government and their pupils 
arc ordinarily eligible for admission to public examiiiations and tests 
held by the Depanment or University or the Board. Only those research 
institutions are taken which provide facilities for teaching. 

Table 214— 

Number of Scholars in Recognised Institutions by Steves of Instructions 
{General Education).^Th\$ table has two ]^rts. The first part shows the 
number of men and women scholars receiving instructions at various stages 
of general education and the other gives the number of men and women

These are mainly from 
Government funds, district board funds, municipal funds, fees and 
endowments, etc. In calculating the expenditure from Government, 
District or Municipal Board funds, all payments or contributions from 
fees or other sources, which are credited to these funds, are deducted.

ELECTORAL STATISTICS 


Under rhe Indian Constitution, there shall be a Parliament for the Union 
consisting of the President and two Houses to be known respectively as the Council of States 
and the House of People {Lok Sahha). Similarly in each State there shall 
be a legislature consisting of either one House known as the Legislative Assembly (yidhtm 
Sahha) or two houses known as the Legislative Council (Vidhan Parishad) and the Legis- 
lative Assembly (Vidhan Sahha). 


The following tables bring out broadly the salient characteristics of the electorate in 
the country. For this, the number of voters, seats allotted and votes 
polled for each State for the purpose of representation in the Parliament as also in the State 
Legislatures have been given. 


Tables 253-254. 

Elections to the House of People and the State Legislative Assemblies, 

In these tables arc shown the number of voters and seats in each State for the 
purpose of election to the House of People and the Legislative Assemblies. I'hc election 
to the House of People and to the Legislative Assembly ot every State shall be on the 
basis of adult suffrage; that is to say, every person who is a citizen of India and has attained 
the age of 21 years, if not otherwise disqualified, shall be entitled to be a voter at any such 
election. For the purposes of 1962 elections, the States have been grouped or formed 
into sinyrle member territorial constituencies. 


In the two tables Col. 3 shows total number of electors (voters) in ail constituencies 
whereas Col. 4 shows the number of votes polled. The percentage ot votes polled to total 
votes in contested constituencies is shown in Col. 6. This indicates the extent to w'hich the 
voters exercised their franchise. The difference between “votes polled** and ‘‘valid voles 
polled” show s that a number of votes polled were either wrongly polled or rejected. 


The Legislative Assembly of each State is to be composed of members chosen by direct 
elections. The total number of members in the Legislative Assembly of a State shall not in 
any case be more titan 500 or less than 60. The strength of the electoral college in the Union 
Territories is laid down in the provisions of the Representation of the People Act, 1950.

CLIMAT3J 

Meteorological data are recorded at some 380 observatories of the 
^2adian Meteorological l^epartment and over 3,200 rain recording 
stations maintained by the different State Governments. 

The meteorolo^cal sub-divisions shown correspond more or less 
to the chief political divisions of India. They underwent revision 
during 1950 as a result of merger of states and formation of new 
States and again with effect from first January, 1957 consequent on 
reorganisation of States. 

Rainfall— 

Table 256: — 

This table shows the normal and actual monthly rainfall during 
the year 1960 and actual rainfall during the years 1951—60 for the 
various meteorological sub-divisions of the country. The fiigures 
for normal rainfall are averages of rainfall data available 
up to 1940. The minimum length of the period used for working 
out the normal rainfall of any station is five years and the maximum 
is eighty years. Normals of rainfall of about seventy-five per cent 
lOf the rain-gauge stations whose normals have been utilised in calcu- 
lating the normals of rainfall for the various sub-divisions are, how- 
ever, based on data for thirty years or more. 

Actual rainfall is recorded at 0830 hours I.S.T. each day through- 
out the country. The amounts measured give the rainfall of pre- 
vious 24 hours. The rainfall data are tabulated at the offices of the 
State Officers controlling registration of rainfall and published in 
the- State Gazettes. They are subsequently consolidated and issued 
by the Indian Meteorological Department in the form of two publi- 
cations each year, viz. (i) Daily Rainfall of India and (ii) Monthly 
Rainfall of India. 

Temperature — 

Table 257: — 

This table contains monthly figures for mean, maximum and mini- 
mum temperatures at selected centres. Observations of temperature 
of air in shade are taken at most of the observatories twice a day 
at 0830 and 1730 hours I.S.T. For this purpose, thermometers are 
installed at a height of 4 ft. above ground in Screens which provide 
0 free access to the air but, at the same time, protect the thermo- 
meters from direct rays of sun. 

Table 258: — 

This table gives monthly figures of mean temperatures for mete- 
orological sub-divisions. For this purpose the average of the maxi- 
mum and minimum temperatures for a station is taken as the mean 
temperature and the mean temperature over the several stations in 
the sub-division are averaged to obtain the mean temperature of the 
sub-division. 

Humidity — 

Table 259: — 

Relative humidity is the measure of the amount of water vapour 
present in the atmosphere relative to the corresponding amount for 
saturation. It is recorded at the principal observatories, at 0830 and 
1730 hours I.S.T. 

These data are published in greater detail in the “]^4onthly Weather 
Reports” and the ‘‘India Weather Review — ^Annual Summary”, 
brought out by the Meteorological Department.
